Reformers' Triumphant. 
New Westminister., Jan. 10, 1861. 

Editor British Colonist: — Yesterday 
Was a day that will long be remembered by 
the citizens of New Westminister. About 
two weeks ago, at the instigation of our 
would-be " Dictator," a petition was circu- 
lated, signed and petitioned to the City Coun- 
icil; asking them to call a public meeting for 
the .purpose of taking the necessary steps to 
form ;a. convention of the people of British 
Columbia. Accordingly, the President con- 
vened iby public notice a meeting on Wed- 
nesday, ithe 2nd. On New Year's day 
McLurc cc Cu. ilield a caucus and decided 
on the men who were to .represent this city 
in the convention. They also drew up a few 
resolutions, which were duly moved and 
seconded by Government parasites or hungry 
office-seekers. What the resolutions were 
\ou may see by the lasl number of the 
Timet. The McLure party (?) made a de- 
termined effort *o have their candidates 
elected there and then by show <if hand';: 
but after considerable cross-firing the larye 
and respectable meeting came to the almost 
unanimous conclusion to meet on Monday 
evening to nominate candidates, ann that a 
poll should be opened on Wednesday at 10 
o'clock, and that every male resident of age 
should be entitled to vote. Precisely at ten 
I he poll was opened, and the Reform parly 
led off right merrily and kept tins head of 
the poll to the very last — notwithstanding 
the strenuous, almost superhuman exertions 
(if McLure and his party. The lii-form 
lickel was Homer, Scott, Holm s, Clarkson 
and Holt, all good men arid true — men who 
have, with their families,decided on making 
this fair Colony Iheii future home. 

The ureal test question* at the poll were 
a resident Governor and responsible govern- 
ment; and. sir, l am proud to say that the 
Reformers of this city did their duty man- 
fully, and have not only elected their choice 
by a line majority, but have shown in an I 
umuislakf able manner iheil opinion of 
44 Autocrat McLure," by placing him third 
On his own party ticket — Hollnook and Arm- 
strong (men not at all popular) both beating 
him at the poll ; and all this in spite of the 
greatest exertion the basest deception, and 
the lowest trickery — in spite of the -party 
ticket of McLure, Armstrong, Holbmok, 
Cormac and Brown, enclosed in brackets, 
with the word " Englishmen'' written on the 
face. These tickets were given to the Royal 
Engineers, (who were induced to vole), and 
at the same time they were warned to be- 
ware of the ticket brought out by the 
" white-washed Vaukees," which, by the 
by, is a lavorite term of Gov. Douglas, ap- 
plied to Canadians and other colonists. All 
their exertions, backed by die whole mili- 
tary force, could not del'eat the Reform 
ticket, and when, Bi the close of the poll, 
the Returning Officer declared .Messrs. 
Scott, Holmes, Hornet, Clarkson and Holt, 
the highest on the list, the oheors were deaf- 
ening. Just as it was getting dink, and 
whilst the shouts of victory wore yet heard 
in the streets, the steamer Oiler arrived. A 
rush was made to the whail to announce the 
victory to several of our fellow. citizens who 
were on board — the baud playing and the 
victors hurrahing. And now, sir, I hope 
you will exotic*. his lengthy letter, and thai 
the deep interest which you have always 
taken in the welfare of (till colony may in- 
duce you to make room foi it, as ihe " peo- 
ple" have no paper here in which to express 
thuir feelings. I hope, however, that eie 
long the Reformers of British Columbia may 
get a paper that will advocate the rights ot 
the people.

British Columbia Convention. 

The bare proposal of a Convention in 
a British Colony with tho objoct or repre- 
senting the necessity of organizing a repre- 
sentative government, iuilieutes a political 
degradation, highly discreditable to tho pol- 
icy of England. It ahows that Ungland 
with all her experience in founding Colonies 
has not yet discovered how to lay, in the 
Outstftrt, a broad and solid foundation. Al- 
most every Colony has been, by her illiberal 
policy, goaded on to desperation, and some 
even forced into open rebolliou, in order to 
establish and enjoy those constitutional 
principles for which the eomni in blood and 
common treasure was spent, to bequeath 
them as a common inheritance to the people. 
Were their affection for the parent govern- 
ment and parent institutions not of the 
purest character ; were their I lyulty to the 
Crown not of the sturdiest growth; were they 
not conscious that the great heart of the 
British people heats in unison with their own 
in their every struggle for their rights, and 
that it was fired with indignation from tho 
altar of their common liberties, at tho want 
of enlightened and liberal statesmanship in 
Downing street, and at the unchecked license 
of the satraps sent to govern them — the Col- 
onists in the great provinces of the empire, 
rather than bear patiently their wrongs, would 
long ago have trailed the glorious banner 
of England in the dust, and hoisted the in- 
signa of a new and independent Anglo- Saxon 
nationality. 

The «elf-expairiated English man, or the 
escendants of Englishmen, who have taken 
up their residence in the neighboring 
Colony, have felt and still feel not merely 
the sting of that subordinate position, which 
is the common lot of British colonists, bul 
they are smarting under the forcible depri- 
vation of their rights, the consequent 
governmental blunders, and the wad of f( . Mlll 
those representative instvtutiwi* which dis- ' 
tinp.uish, the Analu-Saxou race from the 
Teutonic and Latin desj oti-ms of c&iitir.en- 
tal Europe. Our sister colonists occupy no 
higher position in the political scale, than 
the inhabitants of a convico c ,'ony. Free- 
men, free from crime— free-men, intelligent 



rotton-boroughism. The British Columbia 
Convention, when elected by the unres- 
tricted voice of .the people, may likewise 
claim the patent of representation by guber- 
natorial proclamation, And who dare deny 
ft to them? In 1828, O'Counell defeated 
the whole Tory phalanx by standing for 
Clare. Catholio as he was ; shut out of 
parliament because he worshipped according 
to the dictates of his own conscience ; he 
still opposed the Tory candidate (a member 
of the Cabinet) and defeated him. Terror 
stricken, Wellington and I'oel, the leaders 
in the two Mouses, were compelled to re- 
move th '■ Catholic disabilities. Tho political 
rights of his Majesty's Catholic subjects 
were acknowledged anil sanctioned by the 
supreme authority of tho nation. O'Connell 
was subsequently seated iu parliament, and 
bigotry was put ingloriously and forever to 
flight. A similar success must naturally fol- 
low tho British Columbia Convention. Rep- 
resentation cannot postponed in tho face 
of public opinion so clearly expressed. It 
will be in vain for such summersault turning 
concern's as the Times to advocate a Conven- 
tion to suggest a thousand things, and only 
in fact have the common privilege of szying 
"Aineif'' to the acts of Gay. Douglas. It 
will be in vain to think of adopting a provis- 
ional system when an English representative 
government would answer better.

A Curious Case. — Ona of the most er- 
traordinnry cases we have ever met with, 
has been investigated during the past week 
in the police court, and terminated on Sat- 
urday last with the sending of Harmon 
Shirp.ier,commonly known as "Cheap John," 
to the Court of Assizes on a charge of ob- 
taining goods under false pretences; and 
Jucob Fried, a respectable, industrious citi- 
aen, to the same destination, on a charge of 
wilful and malicious perjury. The facts are 
aimply these: At the sale of damaged 
goods from the wreck of the Nannette, on 
the 2d instnnt.C. B. Young, Esq., purchased 
■a number of bales, supposed to contain 
blankets. Two days afterwards., Mr. 
Shirpser called upon Mr. Y., and purchased 
one of the bales (which ho described as No. 
529,) supposed to contain twenty-five 
blankets, at the rate of one dollar and fifty 
■cents for each blanket, Young giving him 
an order for the same upon Dr. Tuzo. Soon 
after the bale had been sold, Mr. \. dis- 
covered that it contained plaid cloth, and 
was worth over SloO; he also ascertained 
that Jacob Fried had presented the order to 
Dr. Tuzo, and that the goods had been 
delivered. Complaint was made at the 
police office against Shirpser and Fried, of 
obtaining goods under falso pretences, and 
the parties appeared before the magistrate. 
Mr. Young swore to selling the bale for 
blankets to Shirpser, being ignorant^t the 
time of the sale of its real contents. L. 
Wolfe deposed to examining the bale as it 
lay on the wharf, the day after the auction, 
and seeing the cloth sticking out. Henry 
Felker, another witness, said that ht) cut 
through the outside cover of the bale with a 
knife, and found it to contain plaid •loth, 
and that Fried, at the same time, knew it 
did not contain blankets. K. Gambitz testi- 
fied that Fried offered to sell him ten pieces 
of plaid cloth, worth altogether about 3150. 
The charge against Mr. Fried was then dis- 
missed, and he was placed on the stand as 
a witness. He testified that Wolfe and 
Felker first told him the hale contained 
cloth, and sent him to Young's Warehouse to 
purchase it; Young was too busy to attend to 
him that day; but the next morning he tibtain 
•dthe bale from Dr. Tuzo on an order signed 
by Young. Shirpser did not know any- 
thing about it then. Dr. Tuzo took the stnnd 
a,id identified Fried as the man to whom 
he delivered the balo. Fried was recalled, 
and said that after he hud secured the bale 
from Dr. Tuzo he gave it to Shirpser on the 
wharf; Shirpser had given him his order. 
The magistrate, at the conclusion of the evi- 
dence. Stai he should sond Shirpser for trial 
to the Court of Assizes for obtaining goods 
under false pretences; and would hold Tried 
to hail in tho sum of £201) to answer at the 
name Court, for perjury, in having sworn nt 
first that he did not know Shirpser had any- 
thing to do with the bale; and when placed 
on the stand a second time, b worn .that he 
received the order from and delivered the 
goods to Shirpser on the Hudson Bay Co's 
Wharf. D. 15. King, Ksq., nppcarcd for tho 
defonee, and .J. F. McCreight for the prose- 
cution. The bonds were furnished at 'ORee, 
and the cases will come tip for trial «n the 
28th inst. In justice to Mr. Fried, we would 
state that ho informs us' he did not kugW 
that Shipser had anything to do with thiil 
particular hale (529) in histtransnctions with 
Mr. Voting ; that ho meant that and nothing 
else; but he may have been misunderstood 
by the Court, i(? his knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language is very indifferent. The trial 
promises to he a very interesting one, arid 
tho whole affair is not n little singular in its 
detai's. 

Tub Seizuhk or thb Hudson IUy 
Company's Schooner. — This schooner, 
seized a week ago by special officer Sten- 
house, on a charge l ct having stolen goods 
on board, taken from the wreck of the Nan- 
nette, was very mysteriously released by 
that officer a day or two afterwards, Tho 
vessel, when she left bore, cleared at tho 
custom house for Nanairno; but proceeded 
direct to Hace Rocks, was filled with sorrm 
of the finest goods, (without a permit) and 
was on her way to this port (or the American 
side?) when she was overhauled by Mr. 
StOD house, and by hirn brought into our 
harbor. The goods were delivered to tho 
agent for the underwriters, and the vessel 
handed over to Captnin Naglo. The next 
day wo learned that tho vessel had been re- 
turned to the Company by Captain Naglo. 
and the goods put up for saleai "us; schooner 
Thames," and that tho Company would bo 
allowed salvagn on them. Tho giving up 
of the vessel may have boon perfectly pro. 
per, becuuse the muster could urge that on 
his wny to Nanainio ho stopped to save 
valuable property, and having obtained a 
full cargo, was compelled to return hero and 
discharge before going to tho coal region. 
Hut, whan wo rninornbor that many vessels 
owned by private individuals, which, like 
tho Thames, stopped to assist at tho wreck 

without permits, were seised, brought to thin 

place by Mr. Slenhouse, unci tho good* 
taken from them, wo are at a loss to under- 
stand why tho Company woio not treated in 
the lame manner. For ourselves, we can 
IM no diflnronco between a privnlti indivi- 
dual and the pursn-proud Hudson Bay Com- 
pany. If one was wroutf and subject to 
seizure fur wrecking without u permit, unru- 
ly tho other was equally 'nilty. A great 
ileal has born snid during tho pant wnuk 
seriously afiootiiii; tho oharac'or of tht/olli- 



cer in giving up the vessel. We should.not 
like to repeat what people say, but the pries 
has been freelv named. The matter looks 
bad for Mr. S. or the Company, and requires 
an explanation. 

MonE Alleoed Dishonest Wreckers 

The schooner Rebecca has made two 

trips from the wreck of the bark Nannette, 
with goods, she having a permit to do so. 
It turns out, however, that on each occasion, 
under the cover of night, sha ran over to 
the "other side" and secreted a portion of 
tho cargo; and then returned to this side 
with the balance. She was in the harbor on 
Saturday, and Capt. King procured a war- 
rant for the arrest of her captain ; but before 
he could be apprehended, he got wind of 
the affair, and before daylight on Sunday 
morning, weighed anchor and escaped. He 
left without proper clearance papers. The 
schooner Leonede and two whale-boats, 
having stolen goods on board, have, we 
learn, been captured by the U. S. revenue 
cutter Jefr. Davis. The wreck, on Sunday 
morning, seemed nonu the worse for the 
heavy blow or Sa turday night, 

SALT-wiTERjJRANDY.— At the laat sale 
of damaged goods, a pipe.purporting to con- 
tain some of the finest French brandy ever 
brought to this colony, was put up by the 
auctioneer, and was knocked down, after a 
spirited contest for its possession with some 
outside parties, to the Hudson Bay Company 
fur S208. After the sale, some of the fac- 
tors, feeling thirsty, tapped the pipe, when, 
lo ! and behold, it was found to contain 
nought but salt water— in a pure and una- 
dulterated condition. It was afterwards as- 
certained that a jolly wrecker had started 
the head of the pipe on its way up to town 
from the wreck, and having removed the 
brandy, filled it with salt water instead; and 
being something of a cooper had re- 
headed it, and received a receipt for saving 
a pipe of brandy. The thirsty factors are 
highly indignant at the deception. 

Painful Rumor.— A rumor was circu- 
lated yesterday afternoon, to the effect that 
the steamer Pacific had been lost on Colum- 
bia River bar Alter diligent inquiry, we 
could not trace the report to the originator; 
although two highly respectable citizens 
assert that while on one of the wharves 
they were approached by a man (a German 
or Frenchman) who said that he had just 
anived Irom Port Townsend, and that the 
news had been brought there by a schconer 
Whether any lives were lost or not, the man 
said ho was uninformed. The circulation 
of |, is Matement caused much anxiety 
among those of our citizens having friends 
on hoard that steamer. The arrival of the 
mail steamer Eliza- Anderson, due to-day, 
will, doubtless, inform us as to the truth or 
falsity of the^ reporL
